Weather — cloudy  and  misty. 

We  set  sail  once  more  for  a  longer  voyage  with 
ample  provisions  for  a  smaller  crew.  Some  men  have 
been  called  for  duty  aboard  the  flag-ship  of  our 
country. 

The  threatened  storm  has  unleashed  itself  in  blind 
fury  upon  the  world.  Sheltered  by  Salem  Harbor  and 
quiet  homes  we  cannot  know  the  sea's  temper  beyond 
the  horizon — the  shores  that  we  shall  touch. 

Despite  the  murky  clouds,  however,  we  see  faint 
glimmerings  of  the  sun — a  good  sign  of  clear  and 
better  days  ahead.  The  CLIPPER  of  1942  is  sturdy 
—her  crew  is  young  and  healthy.    High  hopes  and 
strong  faith  are  manifested  on  every  face. 

Mindful  of  the  heritage  of  our  United  States  of 
America  we  pray  to  God  that  we  may  be  worthy  of 
continued  sailing  under  our  flag. 
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You  have  worked  with  us  for  four  years.  In 
the  classroom,  you  have  hecome  known  for  your 
quiet  dignity,  for  work  "well  done,"  for  your 
pleasant  and  gracious  manner. 

To  those  of  us  who  have  not  heen  your  students, 
your  willingness  to  cooperate  in  student  affairs 
has  been  recognized  and  appreciated. 

As  a  music  lover  of  established  repute  you  have 
demonstrated  your  ability  to  enjoy  the  finer  things 
in  life. 


You  have  been  more  than  our  instructor — you 
have  been  our  friend. 
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I  share  with  every  reader  of  this  message  a  horror  and  detestation  of  war. 
It  is  the  most  frightful  condition  in  which  mankind  can  exist.  It  stifles;  it  corrupts; 
it  consumes;  it  destroys;  it  tears  down  and  obliterates  the  accomplishments  of  cen- 
turies. The  futility  of  the  whole  brutal  business  has  been  brought  home  with  start- 
ling clarity  to  the  minds  and  hearts  of  our  people  by  the  experience  of  twenty  years 
ago. 

Vet,  despite  its  awful  significance,  war  has  always  been.  It  has  scourged  the 
earth  incessantly  through  every  generation  since  the  birth  of  time.  I  can  recall  a 
college  debate  in  which  I  undertook  to  prove  that  war  will  be  inevitable  as  long  as 
nature  follows  the  pattern  of  the  past,  as  long  as  envy,  greed,  and  hatred  control 
the  destinies  of  men.  and  until  the  significance  of  human  brotherhood  becomes 
something  more  than  a  shibboleth  and  a  sham. 

The  merits  of  that  contention  are  irrelevant  here,  but  the  fact  remains  that 
our  own  generation  finds  itself  in  the  midst  of  a  global  conflict  whose  cataclysmic 
tentialities  are  so  gruesome  that  the  imagination  staggers  before  them.  In  the  years 
which  lie  ahead,  every  American  will  be  affected,  not  slightly,  not  indirectly,  but  so 
affected  that  the  very  currents  of  his  life  will  be  diverted  and  transformed.  The 
inalienable  rights  which  are  treasured  as  a  heritage  will  be  circumscribed  by  the  re- 
strictions of  necessity  and  law.  Luxuries  and  physical  comforts  now  accepted  as  a 
matter  of  rote  will  be  enjoyed  only  in  retrospect.  Sacrifice  and  danger  will  replace 
normal,  happy  living.  The  shadow  of  death  will  stalk  the  households  of  our  land. 

Can  anything  be  clone  to  ameliorate  the  drabness  of  this  panorama?  Much 
can  be  done.  Our  history  points  the  way.  If  we  would  chart  a  proper  course  for 
the  future,  we  need  only  turn  the  pages  of  the  past.  There  may  be  found  the  imper- 
ishable storv  of  pioneers  who.  in  the  cause  of  justice,  braved  the  perils  of  an  un- 
known land.  There  may  be  found  the  thrilling  record  of  colonists  who  flung 
defiance  in  the  face  of  a  tyrannous  king.  There  may  be  found  the  chronicle  of 
Appomattox  where  that  very  serfdom  which  now  torments  the  once  proud  free 
peoples  of  Europe  was  forever  banished  from  these  shores.  There  may  be  found 
the  saga  of  those  indomitable  crusaders  of  the  first  World  War  who  hurled  them- 
selves into  the  very  arms  of  death  to  perpetuate  a  democracy  which  had  been  sealed 
with  the  blood  of  their  ancestors.  There  may  be  found,  on  a  page  whose  type  is 
hardly  dry.  the  exploits  of  men  like  Colin  Kelly  and  Edward  O'Hare — and  Douglas 
MacArthur. 


Surely  there  is  inspiration  for  us  in  all  of  this.  We  yield  nothing  to  the  past 
in  our  tolerance  of  oppression,  in  our  hatred  of  injustice,  in  our  contempt  for  the 
doctrine  that  might  is  synonymous  with  right.  Perverted  conceptions  of  govern- 
ment which  have  their  roots  in  foreign  soil  can  never  thrive  in  a  nation  whose  whole 
history  is  a  living  protest  against  them.  Our  flag  stands  today  exactly  for  what  it 
has  stood  through  all  the  brave  years  that  have  gone.  It  stands  for  the  spirit  of 
universal  equality  born  upon  these  shores  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  years  ago, 
nurtured  and  made  strong  by  successive  generations  of  patriots,  to  be  kept  vigorous 
by  us  in  our  time  and  by  those  who  follow  us  until  the  end  of  time.

Sea  legs  were  soon  gained  and  duties  as- 
signed as  we  looked  forward  to  new  and  exciting  horizons.

The  storm  broke  late  and  stripped  our  deck  of 
all  gear  so  that  regular  activities  were  suspended  until  re- 
pairs were  completed.  Repercussions  will  undoubtedly  fol- 
low of  hurricane  proportions. 

W  e  plehes  were  given  positions  as  staff  officers  to  regu- 
late our  own  organizations.  Thomas  Reddv  from  the 
home  port,  was  named  captain,  Ruth  Sack  first  mate,  Jose- 
phine Desmond  yeoman,  Pauline  Smith  purser,  Helen 
O'Shea  petty  officer. 

As  we  crossed  the  equator  we  plebes  were  initiated  into 
the  wily  ways  of  Father  Neptune,  mental  agonies  for  the 
most  part  being  indulged  in.  All  hands  escaped — but  not 
unscathed.

Four  dav  shore  leave  was  granted  us  today  while  the 
ship  docks  for  repairs.  Though  the  roll  of  the  ship  has 
disappeared  our  sea  legs,  (homework)  still  remain  and 
will  go  with  us  on  all  our  journeys,  to  the  theatre,  football 
games,  dances,  etc. 

Ye  CLIPPER  Ship  bad  its  first  taste  of  the  combination 
of  jig  and  spray  tonight.  Atmosphere  cleared  suddenly 
about  9:00  P.  M.

Clear  skies,  wind  velocity  zero,  so  Skipper  ordered  us  to 
port  to  bring  aboard  new  riggings  and  stow  away  supplies. 
This  done,  all  but  a  skeleton  crew  was  given  a  two  week 
furlough.

Skies  overcast,  sea  choppy,  some  of  crew  relieved  of 
duty  due  to  illness  brought  on  by  thoughts  and  sights  of 
first  real  tests  in  seamanship  and  related  subjects.  Sick 
bay  will  be  full  for  the  next  few  days. 
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Except  for  occasional  shore  leaves  the  sailors  are  thrown  together  con- 
stantly and  so  find  that,  to  keep  in  good  spirits,  they  must  mix  with  congenial  com- 
pany having  the  same  hobbies;  therefore  a  system  of  clubs  is  organized  in  which 
high  spirits  and  seriousness  are  combined. 

The  Cooperative'  Council  is  formed  to  organize  the  sailors  into  a  unit  and  to 
provide  for  their  well-being.  Dances,  parties,  and  speakers  have  been  provided  to 
give  us  variety  on  hoard. 

Those  sailors  who  have  a  knowledge  of  commercial  suhjects  have  handed 
together  under  this  common  interest,  calling  themselves  the  Commercial  Council. 
Howling  parties,  a  Christmas  party,  a  lecture  and  a  banquet  have  been  enjoyed  by 
its  members.  Thev  have  presented  a  .Moving  Picture  Screen  to  the  ship  to  be  used 
in  the  Main  I  [all.' 

Other  sailors  prefer  to  increase  their  knowledge  by  reading,  and  take  a  keen 
delight  in  swapping  varus  at  any  and  all  ports  visited  and  in  exchanging  their  lore 
with  that  of  passing  ships.  Thus  was  inaugurated  the  policy  of  Story-Telling  at 
Settlement  Nouses,  of  listening  to  the  yarns  of  other  Shi])  masters  such  as  Miss 
Abbott  and  final lv  of  trying  to  interest  their  fellow  sailors  in  a  giant  Book  Fair, 
displaying  the  Club's  collection. 

In  the  ship's  dark  room  many  wonders  are  performed  by  our  zealous  photo- 
graphers. Improvement  of  the  finished  photo  has  been  noted  since  Mr.  Joseph 
Dodge  of  the  Ship  North  Shore  C.  C.  came  aboard  for  a  visit.  Movies  were  made 
available  to  the  ship's  personnel  on  two  different  occasions  to  afford  relief  from  the 
monotony  of  the  voyage.  We  bid  Hon  Voyage  to  our  ace  photographer  who  has 
signed  up  with  the  U.  S.  Ship  Uncle  Sam.  Good  luck.  Eddie. 

Idle  fingers  do  the  devil's  work,  so  the  Craft  Club  keeps  its  members  busy. 
Decorative  papers,  ringer  painting,  gimp  work,  raffia  work,  plaster  plaques,  and 
Christmas  gifts  have  all  been  made  by  artistic  members  of  our  crew. 

As  we  go  about  our  tasks  we  are  conscious  of  the  Glee  Club's  music  floating 
upon  the  breeze.  The  "Pops"  Concert  was  the  outstanding  event  of  the  musician's 
year,  but  other  events  consisting  of  Chapel  appearances  and  visits  to  passing  ships 
were  also  achieved. 
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Since  war  is  a  threat  to  all  navigation  some  of  the  crew  are,  in  a  small  way, 
trying  to  prevent  future  wars  by  discovering  the  underlying  causes  of  war  and  dis- 
pensing their  knowledge  to  their  friends.  They  invited  Professor  DeHaas  of  the 
Ship  Harvard  to  speak  to  us  hef  ore  we  weighed  anchor  in  November. 

Sailors  who  love  to  act  brought  enjoyment  not  only  to  themselves  but  to  all 
of  us  who  watched  the  productions  "Petticoat  Fever",  "Bird's  Christmas  Carol" 
and  the  Tournament  Plays.  All  were  well  appreciated  by  our  ship-bound  mates. 

The  Ship's  bulletin.  The  Log  has  spread  our  fame  afar.  It  is  the  only  paper 
from  a  Xew  England  Ship  given  first  class  rating  in  the  Columbia  Scholastic  Press 
Association  and  in  the  Associated  Collegiate  Press.  It  also  received  the  All  Colum- 
bia award  for  news  writing  in  1942. 

Mathematics,  that  vital  part  of  navigation,  took  on  new  aspects  for  some 
members  of  our  crew.  Visual  aids  was  the  hub  of  the  wheel  whose  spokes  included 
the  use  of  the  moving  picture  in  mathematics,  projection  of  slides,  and  Christmas 
tree  ornaments  of  mathematical  proportions. 

The  forensic  ability  of  our  shipmates  must  be  reckoned  with  when  we  real- 
ize that  six  times  thev  out-talked  sailors  from  larger  ships  either  by  short  wave  or 
by  an  exchange  of  sailors  as  the  ships  rested  at  anchor.  The  ships  Holy  Cross. 
Worcester.  Harvard.  Middlebury,  Boston  Universitv,  and  Rhode  Island  were  all 
vanquished.  More  power  to  our  mates. 

The  Tri-Mu — a  club  for  sailors  from  our  home  port  and  surrounding  towns 
has  been  working  overtime  to  provide  entertainment.  Picnics,  dances,  bowling  have 
been  enjoyed,  and  during  shore  leave  in  February  the  sailors  saw  "My  Sister 
Eileen''. 

John  Burroughs  Club  members  have  cooperated  by  enlightening  us  as  to 
Xature  after  their  trips  to  the  Ropes  Memorial,  W'alke's  Greenhouse,  and  nature 
hikes  when  on  shore  leave. 

As  we  have  entered  each  port  we  have  always  found  the  members  of  the 
Travel  Club  ready  to  give  us  helpful  hints  concerning  local  points  of  interest.  They 
have  also  conducted  organized  tours  which  anv  sailor  could  join  if  interested.  With 
travel  as  the  keynote  of  our  education  their  help  has  been  invaluable.

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Shore  leave  is  that  escapade  which  is  most  coveted  by  all  sailors.  The  feel  of 
solid  ground  beneath  our  feet  sets  off  a  spark  which  does  not  die  until  long  after 
anchors  aweigh. 

It  is  to  the  happy-go-lucky  gob  what  tea  is  to  the  Englishman — what  corn- 
pones  and  shortenin'  bread  are  to  the  southerner — what  baked  beans  and  brown 
bread  are  to  a  New  Englander.  As  a  result  shore  leave  finds  many  otherwise  sedate, 
"professionalized"  teachers  very  much  "at  sea"  and  far,  far  off  their  true  courses. 

On  many  of  these  trips  our  trusty  friend,  the  photographer,  has  tagged  along 
and  the  results'have  been  anything  hut'  flattering.  The  camera's  eye  spotted  us  as 
we  danced  the  stately  steps  of  the  waltz  and  Grand  March  at  the  Junior  Prom  dur- 
ing our  Boston  shore  leave  and  at  other  dances  which  our  gobs  crashed.  Then  too, 
many  are  the  shots  taken  of  the  ship's  clubs  in  their  many  social  moments,  weenie 
roasts,  hikes,  parties,  and  camping  trips.  No  one  will  he  allowed  to  forget  our  mem- 
orable "busman's  holiday"  when  we  shipped  on  the  "Steel  Pier"  to  Provincetown. 
Rememher  the  crowded  upper  deck  and  the  food,  oceans  of  it,  and  the  smell  of  fish 
along  the  wharves  at  both  ends  of  the  trip?  How  did  you  spend  your  two  hour 
shore  leave? 

But  those  memories  which  will  last  longest  are  those  of  the  free  hours  spent 
in  Pioneers  Village,  Forest  River  Park,  and  Devereaux  Beach.  W  hether  our  initial 
purpose  was  an  assignment  or  pure  pleasure  the  latter  was  always  reached  as  our 
companions  and  surroundings  had  a  pleasing  effect  on  us.  Hot  dogs  taste  better 
after  groveling  in  the  ashes  of  a  once-prosperous  fire,  and  marshmallows,  toasted 
in  the  smoke  of  our  driftwood  fires,  are  the  joy  of  all.  We  get  our  fill  of  dirt  on 
these  memorable  trips. 

We  just  can't  seem  to  get  away  from  the  sea.  We  even  spent  part  of  our 
shore  leave  on  the  beach.  That  we  were  not  truly  happy  ashore  can  he  seen  from 
the  expressions  on  our  faces.  A  sailor's  sea  legs  are  somewhat  "at  sea"  ashore. 

We  even  liad  our  outings  near  the  ship — rememher  the  camps  in  Beverly 
and  in  Wellesley  ?  Those  records  certainly  sent  the  sea  dogs  stepping.  It  was  quite 
a  treat  for  us  sailors  to  go  on  the  water  in  a  canoe — but  we  were  all  safe  under  our 
distinguished  navigator.  When  we  finally  settled  down,  the  photographer  stepped 
in  and  lined  us  up.  Looks  as  if  we  were  all  sentenced  to  walk  the  plank,  doesn't  it? 

Through  our  four  years  on  board  the  Ship  S.  T.  C.  we  have  participated  in 
many  pleasant  activities  some  of  which  we  can  look  back  on,  thanks  to  the  eye  of 
the  camera.  These  pictures  will  always  make  us  recollect  with  longing  the  good  old 
days  on  the  Ship  S.  T.  C.
